The computer image file contains one colour photographic image that explicitly depicts 
a girl who is a young teenager, or possibly slightly younger, posing in an adult and 
sexualised manner with her breasts and pubic area visible. 

The computer image file promotes and supports the exploitation of children and young 
persons for sexual purposes by encouraging the viewer to be sexually aroused by girls 
who are implicitly presented as sexually desirable and available, as well as being 
viable and legitimate sexual partners. 

The provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 have been taken into 
account in determining the classification of this publication, including whether the 
publication promotes and supports criteria listed in s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. 
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
